Dr. ComelisGlaudemaasofthe j 
.\IAMD staff dev-ised a wholly 
new method for synthesizing 
several precursor forms of the j 
drug cytosine arabinoside, or j 
Ara-C. His work led eventually- 
to synthesis of -Ara-C itself by- 
other investigators. Now, Na- 
ticaal Cancer Institide scientists 
have shown that this new drug 
can produce remissions in half 
of all patients with acute mye¬ 
locytic leukemia who have been 
treated. This particular type of 
cancer heretofore has been re¬ 
sistant to any treatment. 

Thus, these few examples il¬ 
lustrate the importance of stim¬ 
ulating and supporting basic bio- : 
medical research. It would be j 
equally simple to provide com¬ 
parable examples in every field 
of scientific endeavor. Suffice 
it to say, however, that basic 
research provides the scientific 
raw material from which catmte 
raw material from which come 
practical advances in the con- 
qimst of disease. 


FBI Adds ‘Con Man’ 
To Top Ten Fugitives 


Beojamin Hoskins Paddock, an 
escaped Federal prisoner who 
reportedly has suicidal leadeo- 
cies and is koown to his asso¬ 
ciates as “Chromedome,” “Old 
Baldy,” and “Big Daddy,” has 
been added to the FBI’s list of 
“Ten Most Wanted kAigiuves,”' 

He escaped from the Federal 
Correctional lostitutioa at La, 
Tuna, Texas, on the afternoon 
of December 31, 1968, while 
serving a 20-year sente-ice fol- 
lowing conviction for robbing a; 
phoenix, Arizona, bank in 1960. ‘ 
He had additionally been indicted; 
for two additional Phoenix bank^ 
rcrt)beries in 1959 and 1960 but. 
was not tried due to his other, 
bank robbery conviction, ; 

When arrested in Las Vegas,' 
Nevada, mi bank robbery; 
charges. Paddock attempted to, 
i'un down an FBI .Agent with his' 
car. During an earlier arrest in 
Kansas CiD'» Missouri, in March,. 
1953, he was found to be armed 
with a cleverly concealed snub-, 
nosed revolver. 


In 1916, following coovictioc 
in iifinois on ten counts of auto 
larceny and five counts of "coti- 
fidence game,” he was confined 
at the lUiaois State Peniieniiary 
where he remained until July, 
1951. In 1953, upon conviclion 
of conspiracy in connection with 
a bal check-passiig operation. 
Paddock was .gain incarcerated 
at the Illinois State Peoiiectiary 
with a term of two to four years; 
He was released in .August, 1956,
